Fans chanted “Canada!

HRM council puts $900,000 into a downtown upswing

Barrington Huge sheets 
of paper cover the six 
store-front windows that 
used to welcome cus¬ 
tomers into Sam the 
Record Man. 

The popular music store 
now stands silent on Bar¬ 
rington Street — its doors 
closed and its main sign 
just a faded outline. Sam’s 


was one of the first clo¬ 
sures along the once-vi- 
brant thoroughfare, but it 
certainly wasn’t the last. 
Frozen Ocean clothing, 
Ginger’s Tavern, Peepshow 
Girly Boutique and The 
Boole Room are now count¬ 
ed among Barrington’s 
dead. 

According to downtown 
Halifax Coun. Dawn 
Sloane, revitalizing the 
area is going to take more 
than half-hearted promises 


and a few coats of paint. 

“We as a municipality 
have to step up and put 
forth an effort... not just to 
say we’re going to invest 
(in Barrington Street), but 
to give confidence to oth¬ 
ers who may want to in¬ 
vest,” she said yesterday. 

Last week, regional 
council took a concrete 
step in that direction, ap¬ 
proving $900,000 in finan¬ 
cial incentives for the area. 
The funding, awarded to 


three renovation projects 
that qualified for money 
under the Barrington Her¬ 
itage District Incentives 
Program, will go toward 
much-needed facelifts for 
buildings at 1533, 1585 
and 1673 Barrington St. 

“I think it’s great,” said 
Attica Furnishings co-own¬ 
er Suzanne Saul. “It’s long 
overdue. (Barrington) right 
now looks the way it does 
because the city has ham¬ 
pered it by not re-investing 


in the downtown. The 
money keeps getting re-al¬ 
located out to the sub¬ 
urbs.” 

Saul added there are 
new businesses coming in 
that “will really turn the 
tide” on the struggling 
area, but HRM needs to 
keep pumping money into 
new projects.

Nova Scotia’s auditor gen¬

Jacques Lapointe issued a 
statement Friday saying he 
is following up on some of 
the questionable transac¬ 
tions he flagged in a bomb¬ 
shell audit his office re¬ 
leased 12 days ago. 

The audit, which covered 
the period from July 2006 to 
last June, prompted public 
outrage because it cited nu¬ 
merous examples of inap¬ 
propriate or excessive 
spending and the need to 
clean up vague rules and in¬ 
adequate oversight. 

“The new evidence we 
had meant that this wasn’t 
finished,” Lapointe said in 
an interview. “This is a case 
of looking at specific events 
and transactions and seeing 
whether or not there may 
be illegalities involved in 
some of them.” 

If the investigation un¬ 
covers evidence of potential 
illegal activity, the findings 
would be turned over to 
law-enforcement officials, 
who would then determine 
whether charges should be 
laid. 

Lapointe said the new in¬ 
formation he received came 
from the public and the me-

dia, but he declined to elab¬ 
orate.

Stiff sentence for habitual DUI driver 


Judge calls man 'menace to society/ hands down 8/4-year prison term 


A habitual drunk driver 
who slammed his car into 
a family’s SUV smirked at 
his victims Friday as a 
judge handed down one 
of the stiffest sentences in 
Nova Scotia for impaired 
driving. 

Terry Naugle, his arms 
slung over the back of the 
court bench, grinned at Ju¬ 
lia McMillan and her 
teenage daughter as a 
provincial court judge sen¬ 
tenced him to eight and a 
half years in prison for 
three driving offences 
linked to the incident last 
year. 

Naugle, 53, appeared un¬ 
moved by the judge’s 
sharp words for a 32-year 
criminal history that has 
racked up 68 previous 
criminal convictions — in¬ 
cluding 22 for impaired 
driving and 14 for driving 
while disqualified. 

“Mr. Naugle’s record for 
impaired driving is one of 
the worst I’ve ever seen,” 
Judge Frank Hoskins said 
in a sentencing decision 
that took nearly two hours 
to read. “He is a menace to 
society when driving a mo¬ 
tor vehicle.” 

In a rare move, Hoskins

handed down the maxi¬ 
mum five-year sentence 
for driving while impaired. 
He also sentenced him to 
three years for driving 
while disqualified and six 


months for fleeing the 
scene of an accident. 

The defence had asked 
for a sentence of four years 
minus the usual double 
credit for time served. 


Hoskins reduced the sen¬ 
tence to six years and nine 
months for time served in 
custody. Crown lawyer 
Cheryl Byard said she was 
pleased with the decision

despite asking for 10 years, 
saying she’s never seen 
such a harsh sentence for 
an impaired driving of¬ 
fence that didn’t result in 
injuries or fatalities. 

“(It’s) very unusual, but 
then again we’re dealing 
with an individual who 
had 68 prior convictions,” 
she said. 

McMillan said she was 
largely satisfied even 
though she would have 
liked to have seen Naugle 
declared a long-term of¬ 
fender and get the maxi¬ 
mum penalty for each of¬ 
fence. 

“They did the best they 
could — it’s not good 
enough yet,” McMillan

Border agency

12 civilians killed by NATO 
rockets in Afghan battle 


Twelve Afghans died yes¬ 
terday when two rockets 
fired at insurgents missed 
their target and struck a 
house during the second 
day of NATO’s most ambi¬ 
tious effort yet to break 
the militants’ grip on the 
country’s dangerous 
south. 

In the town of Marjah, 
the focal point of the oper¬ 
ation, Marines and Afghan 
troops battled through 
sniper fire and an after¬ 
noon sandstorm yesterday 
that cut down their visibili¬ 
ty to a few feet. 

They tried to advance 


through the town, clearing 
houses one-by-one of ex¬ 
plosives. But gunfire 
forced them numerous 
times to take cover in mud 
brick compounds that they 
hadn’t yet cleared of boo¬ 
by-traps. 

NATO said two rockets 
from a High Mobility Ar¬ 
tillery Rocket System were 
aimed at insurgents firing 
on Afghan and NATO 
forces, but struck 300 me¬ 
tres off their intended tar¬ 
get. The rockets struck a 
house, killing 12 civilians, 
NATO said.

Birds, like humans, can cope with cold

A s the winter 
weather was 
freezing my eye¬ 
lids at about -20 C, 
I heard the happy 
chirping of a blaclc-capped 
chickadee, and it made me 
think. 

Which birds tough it all 


year round in HRM and 
how do they keep warm? 
To help me answer these 
questions, I received some 
resources and direction on 
Nova Scotia birds from 
Andy Horn, a local universi¬ 
ty bird researcher. 

Some of the techniques 
birds use to keep warm re¬ 
mind me of myself. For ex¬ 
ample, they shiver, which 
creates more heat. They 
store extra food and eat 
more. 

This totally explains my 
winter cookie hoarding and 
consumption. I have the 
habit of curling up my 


hands in my gloves to keep 
my fingers from freezing. 

Birds curl their feet into 
their feathers. They find 
shelter, such as nooks in 
trees. 

I run into random build¬ 
ings pretending I need to be 
in there. They also have 
some other handy tricks. 
Some snuggle at 
night. They can 
puff and fluff their 
feathers trapping air 
and creating an insu¬ 
lating effect, while 
others, actually lower 
their body temperature. 

Birds eat food such 


as seeds and berries. Provid¬ 
ing a safe feeder (from pred¬ 
ators and diseases) with 
food in the winter can be 
helpful, especially for the 
smaller birds. You can also 
plant trees and bushes, 
such as mountain ash, that 
have berries birds like. 

So, who consistently 
takes off for warmer weath¬ 
er and who toughs it out? 

Your hardy, herring 
^ gulls, American crows, 
European starlings and 
house sparrows brave 
Le cold along with 
a number of other 
species such as 



blaclc-capped chickadees, 
American gold finch, and 
juncos. Likely not a com¬ 
mon sight in the heart of 
downtown, but in other ar¬ 
eas of HRM you may see a 
bald eagle flying in wintery 
weather. 

Who is basking in the sun 
rays of the south? Most of¬ 
ten the American robin will 
fly south, however, occa¬ 
sionally some will stick 
around. I noted flocks of 
common grackles hanging 
out in the beech trees in 
Clayton Park in late Sep¬ 
tember this year. They usu¬ 
ally leave in fall or early 


winter along with many 
other birds. 

For more information on 
birds in winter check out 
Cornell University’s bird 
site and the Nova Scotia Na¬ 
ture Museum’s web version 
of Backyard Birds of Winter 
in Nova Scotia and the Birds 
of Nova Scotia with listings 
of over 400 species. 

Hinterland’s Who’s Who 
site also has videos, fact 
sheets and learning activi¬ 
ties on many bird species.

There was also a small, 
but noisy group of Czech 
fans who went bananas 
when Martina Sablilcova 
won gold, becoming only 
the second Czech woman 
to win a gold at a Winter 
Olympics. 

Hughes, who finished 
fifth, said the thunderous 
crowd spurred her to one 
of the best races of her life.

Along the Whistler Vil¬ 
lage Stroll, puddle-jumping 
has replaced ski-jumping as 
a spectator’s sport. The 
alpine community was del¬ 
uged with rain over the 
weekend. 

Women’s downhill ski 
training was cancelled once 
again, as was the super 
combined race yesterday af¬ 
ter a day of heavy rain and 
snow at the Creekside ven¬ 
ue.

Father won't 
watch video 
of son's death 
on luge track 

Georgia The father of a 
Georgian luger killed dur¬ 
ing training before the Van¬ 
couver Olympics said he 
won’t watch video footage 
of his son’s death. 

Nodar Kumaritashvili 
died after he slammed into 
an unpadded steel pole hav¬ 
ing slipped off the course 
while travelling at nearly 
145 km/h in a training run 
Friday. 

Kumaritashvili’s father, 
David, said 
he won’t 
watch the ac¬ 
cident and 
that organiz¬ 
ers shouldn’t 
have used 
the light¬ 
ning-fast 
course. “I 
can’t and I 
won’t see the 
footage of my son’s last 
minutes,” said David 
Kumaritashvili, his voice 
overcome by emotion. “The 
course was bad. They 
shouldn’t have built the 
track allowing such a 
speed. It was a serious mis¬ 
take.” 

The death has cast a 
shadow over the games and 
left the former Soviet 
republic in mourning. Ra¬ 
maz Goglidze, vice- 
president of the Georgian 
Olympic Federation, said in 
a telephone interview that 
the team was in shock. 

“We have felt a terrible 
pain but decided to stay de¬ 
spite that terrible tragedy,” 
Goglidze said. “I think 
Nodar Kumaritashvili 
would have approved our

The 22-year-old Crosby, 
from Cole Harbour, N.S., is 
captain of the Pittsburgh 
Penguins and the most rec¬ 
ognizable face in the NHL 
along with Russian for¬ 
ward Alex Ovechkin. Cros¬ 
by’s name pops up con¬ 
stantly when Canada’s ath¬ 
letes talk about the hockey 
players’ arrival. 

“I just would like to 
know how he deals with 
certain situations, like the 
Stanley Cup,” said Toronto 
figure skater Patrick Chan, 
a medal contender in his 
own right. “That’s proba¬ 
bly the equivalent of the 
Olympics. I think he’s real¬ 
ly wise and he’s young like

I am, so he’s kind of in the 
same situation.” 

Calgary curler Cheryl 
Bernard said she and her 
teammates anticipate sit¬ 
ting across the table from 
them in the dining hall. 

“I’m a little concerned 
that our

stalkers of 
the men’s 
hockey 
team,” she 
said. 

Crosby,

rest will be part of the 
greater Canadian Olympic 
team, but their fame in 
this countiy sets them 
apart from athletes like 
Christie, Chan and 
Bernard.

The athletes acknowl¬ 
edge that Canada’s hockey 
players get a dispropor¬ 
tionate amount of atten¬ 
tion at the Olympics, but 
they don’t seem to resent 
it.

She spent her 
days in the kitchen experi¬ 
menting with natural and 
artificial flavours in ice 
cream, muffins, pop and 
gum. 

When the Hong Kong 
Polytechnic University de¬ 
cided to add a food science 
program, they asked Chiu 
to help create the curricu¬ 
lum. 

But in 1992, Chiu and 
her father decided to immi¬ 
grate to Canada because of 


the impending changeover 
of power in Hong Kong, 
and the fact that the food 
industry is much larger 
here. 

Chiu once again got a job 
for a flavour company, 
working on ice cream, 
frozen yogurt and other 
treats, and later worked for 
another company making 
prepared foods. 

At her jobs, she spent her 
days taking recipes devel¬ 
opers and chefs and mak¬ 
ing them suitable for mass 
production. That meant es¬ 
tablishing precise measure¬ 
ments for things like salt, 
sugar and flavour, so the

food was the same when 
the recipe was scaled up. 

Chiu would do a lot of 
tasting throughout the day. 
So she’d make a dozen or 
more prototypes of the 
recipe, taste the results, 
and move onto another 
food product later to avoid 
burning out her taste buds. 

When she wasn’t cook¬ 
ing and tasting, she was 
taking meticulous notes on 
measurements and food 
costs. 

Chiu worked in the food 
industry in Canada for 
eight years. In 2005, she 
got hired by George Brown 
College to work with culi¬ 
nary and students and 
teach them how to inte¬ 
grate food science into 
great cooking.

signals across Canada

business Sirius Canada 
Satellite Radio is getting se¬ 
riously big, as the four-year- 
old company cruised past 
the million-subscribers 
mark recently and CEO 
Mark Redmond plans to 
take the company wider 
and deeper into the lives of 
Canadians. 

“It was our most signifi¬ 
cant milestone to date,” he 
says. “It reiterates what 
we’ve believed all along, 
which is that this technolo¬ 
gy and service (has) a 
tremendous 
market op¬ 
portunity.” 

The final 
growth spurt 
to hit a mil¬ 
lion came 
during a re¬ 
cession that 
saw auto 
companies 
take a beat¬ 
ing. That did¬ 
n’t faze Sir¬ 
ius, though a big chunk of 
their business is getting 
satellite radios into cars. 
“We were able to grow not 
only our revenue and sub¬ 
scribers, but also improve 
our financial position,” 
Redmond says, boasting of 
being cash-flow positive for 
a string of quarters now. 
“We are profitable.” 

Redmond, who was bom 
in Halifax, worked for 17 
years with Thomson, a 
global player in digital 
video, before joining Sirius 
U.S. He spent a year there 
learning the satellite radio 
ropes before returning to 


Canada to launch Sirius 
here in 2005. 

Sirius Canada’s licence 
was finally approved in Sep¬ 
tember 2005 and they 
launched on Dec. 1. “It was 
a mammoth undertaking,” 
he recalls. 

His goal then was to 
build the brand so Canadi¬ 
ans knew what Sirius was 
offering. Now that one in 
thirty of us have signed up, 
Redmond credits the prod¬ 
uct itself: 120 channels, 
mostly commercial-free, 
covering sports, talk, enter¬ 
tainment, music and, of 
course, Howard Stem. 

“You can listen to it from 
coast to coast, 
so if you get 
into a market 
like Halifax, 
where your 
choices be¬ 
come limited, 
we bring in 
120 channels 
of variety and 
content. At 
$14.99, it’s a 
pretty com¬ 
pelling offer,” 

he says. 

The goal now is to keep 
those million clients — 
Redmond says customer 
satisfaction is better than 
90 per cent — to draw more 
and get existing clients to 
add services to the cottage, 
RV, boats and secondary 
car. Sirius recently released 
an app for the Iphone and 
Ipod Touch that lets sub¬ 
scribers listen on those de¬ 
vices. 

Asked what Sirious is 
working toward now, he 
says, “The next million. 
Hopefully it will come a lit¬ 
tle quicker.”
